A VIEW OF SENATOR QUAY. 


A correspondent of one of our exchanges 


gives several instances to show how very 
much Senator Quay has been untruthfully 
irmligred by the newspapers and jealous 
politicians 
So much is done in the name of 


Quay, when in reality Quay knows noth- 
ing of one quarter of the things for which he 
is given credit. 


The correspondent records that it was dur- 


ing the closing hours of the legislature dur- 
ing the first term of Governor Puttison.

The novelist went to Beaver in his younger 
days to write up Quay as a typical political

lie was led to the library where he 


found Quay surrounded by a vast collection 
of books. 
By way of preliminary eiiterlain- 


meul, before subjecting himself to an inter- 
view, Quay began to dilate upon the litera- 
ture of the old world, and the subject was 
discussed by the two with such deep sym- 
pathy that Kipling, lost in admiration at 
the woudertul scope of Ute otliors knowl- 
edge, never carried out the purpose of nis 
viait. 


Iii 1883 when Ihe question of dividing the 


National surplus pio rata among the States 
was discussed, the problem was submitted to 
n number of prominent men who all agreed 
upon a method ot effecting the result. 
Quay 


was the ouly man who discerned the imprac- 
ticability ot the proposed p'an, and his ob- 
jections weio so 
clear and forcible that 


Wharton Barker, an Independent then and 
ever since, said, "Quay is the ouly man in 
Pennsylvania who understands finance, and 
he understands it thoroughly." 
A hiut of 


Quay's predeliction for secreti1 eness, or thi 
richest boon any man, public or private, can 
possess—a silent tongue—is given by ex- 
Speaker Henry K Boyer. 
He narrated that 


he became as intimate wilh Quay as anyone 
could be, and that in their hours of social 
lelaxation he often tried to obtain what was 
passing iu Quay's mind as to future political 
moves, but never with the least degree of suc- 
cess , nor could he obtain what was Quay's 
estimate of any 
single individual. 
The 


writer in closing this story of Quay observes: 
"He seems to have no peiaoual hatred, and 
no malice whatever."

ihould lie. Iu the case of the census of 1890, 
lome of the statistics were not made public 
'or seven years, and after the lapse of so 
ong a time they were of but little oonteni- 
)oraueous interest, and of comparatively lit- 
lo value for purposes of lefereuce. 


The material resources of the country de- 


velop so rapidly that ft period of seven years, 
u the history of the United Stales, is equal 
o a generation iu the history of some of the 
older couiitnes. The life of the Ameiioau 
people abounds in that, over-mastering qual- 
ty, or attribute, which Guv, Roosevelt has 
fitly clmrncterued as "strenuous endeavor." 
We crowd more of leal life into a single de- 
cade th.m the people of most nations in Eu- 
i ope experience iu half a century. 
Hence, 


the publication of census returns five lo sev- 
en years after the actual taking of the census 
is an absurdity and au anachrouisui not to 
jo toleiated. 


The law regulating the taking of the next 


census, iu 19*0, provides that the four prin- 
cipal reports—those on population, mortali- 
ty, manufactures, aud agriculture—shall be 
published not later than July I, 1902. 
This 


will give two years for the taking, compila- 
tion, and publicitiou of the census—or, rath- 
er, for this part of it. 
Another year should 


suffice in" the completion of the census. The 
figures, thus placed before the public within 
from two lo tbree years would bo of infinite- 
ly more value" than they would be if delayed 
to twice or thrice the time. 


One of the principal reasons for the slow- 


ness with which the work of compilation has 
been conducted, heretofore, if not the only 
real reusou, has been that the compilers were 
permitted to draw down fat salaries during 
the entire time while the work was in pro- 
gress, mid so it was to their interest to pio- 
long it as long as possible.

ture.

U. A. M. Mr. 


Bachaiach is a close filend of Mayor A«h- 
biidge, of Philadelphia, and was associated 
with hi in in his contest tor Mayor, subse- 
quently accompanying him on his tiip to 
Cuba.

company was organized with 50 charter 
members, lu looking over that list of names, 
1 find only four who are active members of 
the company today. 
Of the six members 


who witnessed the charter—Win H. Hall, 
John M Callanan, Richard E. Shaw, Allen 
L. Garwood, W Harry Wi ight, and B. C. 
Foster, 1 am Ihe only active member ot the 
company, the othets having lenioved from 
the town, resigned or bieu suspended fiom 
the company, Air Garwood, then au acuve 
member, aud the first Piesident of the com- 
pany, being with us this evening 
Three of 


the above named—Mr Qarwood, Mr Wnght 
aud myself—went to Doylestowu to see, as 
we then thought, the charier properly put 
iu shape. 
Afier arriving at the county seat, 


we weie told that the services of a lawyer 
would be lequhed. 
We were introduced to 


llutiry Lloyd, Jisq , a HSIUJ young lawyer ot 
Ihe Bucks county bar, like my traend, Mr. 
James, who sits opposite me. 
1 do not re 


member why we did not ask the assistance 
of our honored townsman, B. P. Gilkeson, 
Esq , hut theie is one thing that I do re- 
member, that Mr. Lloyd culled our attention 
to the fact that we were indebted (o him i 
the sum of $2d for sei vices leudered. 
I 


think, if I remember right, that it took the 
uuited cash of all thiee to pay Mr. Lloyd, 
not leaving us enough money to purchase the 
needed refreshments we required after ar- 
nving in Philadelphia, for it was a cold day. 
It was a good thing that we had our return 
tickets, as we might have had to remain in 
Fort Puidy over night. We lelt Doylestowu 
not having formed a very good opinion of 
Mr. Lloyd. 
Of the five ciigmal directors 


one only remains au active member of the 
company, our present Treasurer, W. ¥, 
Wright, or mote familiarly known as "the 
Mayor." 
He still slicks to the boys, al- 


though he does not receive any sal.iry for 
being Treasurer. 
The organizing of a new 


company at that time did not meet with 
much favor lor some time, it looked as if we 
would have to give up she projict. 
For 


some lime we weie refused an attachment 
to the steamer,,which caused much hard 
feeling between the membeis of the two 
companies, and many lively times were had 
when the companies were culled out to a 
hre, which some of the older members of the 
company will remember. 
Not until the 


company grew in size and strength and de- 
manded to be recognized wns such recogni- 
tion given, then 1 thitik the matter was set- 
tled by council. 
The company 'Jitfl for sone 


time in ihe Town Hall, then the old council 
chamber, and after that in the second story 
of No. 1 engine house, until October, 1870 
Just one year after the company nas organ- 
ized, Council built us a one-story flame 
house, costing &645. 
In Februaiy, 1882, 


the present building BUS erected by Town 
Council at a cost of $2,940. It is impossible 
to tell how much money has beeu raised 
and expended by ibis company. 
The old 


truck was built by Mr. Wilson Randall of 
our town, in 1876, at a cost of $660, the 
purchasing committee being A. L. Garwood, 
II. H. Hall, Chos. E Shbeit and B. C. Fos- 
ter. 
You nitty be sure that the bny§ were 


proud of their new tiuck, as with blue caps 
aud blue shirts they went on their first pa- 
rade in Philadelphia during the Centennial, 
in 187(5. 
Since that time the company liaf 


prospered in every way, 225 names appear 
ou their loll of membership. 
Today the 


'company has au active membership of 133 iu 
good standing. 


A better equipped company cannot be 


found iu any town of this size, 133 men who 
are willing to do and dare for the lives and 
property of their fellow men. 
The fireman 


works not for pomp or glory or promotion, 
but solely for the good he can do his fellow 
man. 
The equipments ot the company to- 


day consist ot u beautiful new hose cairiage, 
the original cust being $1300, 1200 feet of 
the best cotton hose, one new Ssagrave t u s 
truck built by Gleason-Bailey Manufacturing 
Co , costing $1200, with extension ladders 
and alt the modern improvements, the long- 
est ladder being 60 feet, rrhich can be raised 
by five men, the longest ladder of Ihe old 
truck being 30 feet, taking ten to twelve men 
to raise it; thus, you see, the pi ogress the

Ilood'c J'ciem Was a Liar anil a 
Thief Wlio Abandoned Wife and 
Children and Knew No Rcmono. 


Eugene Arnm, the scholar nnd mur- 


derer, who mspiied two of the nan&ter- 
picccs 
of 
English, 
litoratme—Hood's 


poem nnd Bulner's novel—was hauged 
on Aug. 0, 173G. 


The real Eugene Aram was a liar nnd 


a thief, who, despite his learning, sur- 
rounded himself with low companion* 
and who was the author of n plot to kill 
a shoemalic'r for the sake of a little mon- 
ey, lie abandoned his wife aud ehil 
dien to shift for themselves for 14 years, 
and on tiinl for Us life, instead of tlion 
ing remorse, no conducted his own do 
fense in a most masterly attack oil cir- 
(umstantial evidence. 


Aram WHS born in 1704 in Yorkshire 


By the time he was 14 years old he was 
regarded in the neighborhood as a prod- 
igy of le.irning. His fame for piety 
and geudeness as a scholar spread, and 
as a result he was invited to Knares- 
borough to open a school in 1734. 
There 


a strange development took place in 
Aram's character. He formed an asso- 
ciation with a drinking, turbulent crowd 
of men, the opposite of himself. Among 
them Daniel Clark, who kept a little 
cobbler's shop; Richard Houseman, a 
flax dresser; Terry, an alehouse keeper, 
and lies, n pawnbroker, were prominent. 
In 1745 Clark married a woman wjth a 
small f01 time of £200. Immediately he 
and his compniiious devised a scheme 
to rob her and her friends. 
Clark was 


to obtain all the goods he could on 
credit and hand them over to Aram and 
Houseman, who wcie to deposit them in 
n safe place. 
Then after securing the 


plunder Clurk was to decamp,

Get III" Name. 


John 11. Gentry, the well known horse- 


man, told this Siory of how the great 
pacer eunie to get his nnmc: 


"I Imve been freqnoiilly accused of tnk- 


Uig ndvnntuge of nn opportunity to place 
my mime before ,'he public by naming 
after myself the great horse that 1 owned 
and rnced. 
It i3 true that the animal 


was named nfter me, but I assure you 


• that 1 was not responsible for having 


named him. 
I believe that I have re- 


ceived no little advertising solely on ac- 
count of the recoi d of the horse. I have 
never told the true story of how the horse 
happened to bear niy own name. 


"When 1 bought him in Wichita, Kan., 


he was but n small colt and looked more 
like a Newfoundland dog than anything 
else. His hair was long and so uneven 
that in appearance the colt approached 
the lidiculous. When I took him down 
to the farm, near S.edalia.the hired handa 
laughed at my purchase and declared 
that I hey would not allow such an unpre- 
posscssing looking animal on the place. 
The feeling against the ugly duckling 
reached such n high pitch that he was 
given but little attention, and 1 was al- 
most tempted to dispose of him. 


"I decided to keep him, however, nnd 


that ugly little colt was named John R. 
in a spirit of fun on the port of my hired 
hands, and as 3ucn action was most un- 
complimentary to me 1 told the men to 
refrain from jesting with me in that man- 
ner. They assured me that the naming 
of the colt was sinlply a joke, and as it 
was nil in a spirit of fun I did not name 
the horse myself, but allowed the men on 
the place to continue to call him after 
me."The colt grew up and was still quite 
homely in appearance, but by that time 
it -would have cost me $50 to change the 
name- on the registration books of the as- 
sociation. 
So he was called after me 


and in Inter years became the most fn- 
moiiH of pacers. I campaigned him all 
through the grand circuit, and as my 
reputation depended simply on the name 
of my horse 1 owe my own personal suc- 
cess to the attempts of my hired men to 
make fun of me by naming the homely 
colt John R. Gentry." — Kansas City

salvers, spoons, etc., from whomever 
would lend them. As fast as the differ- 
ent articles wrtv obtained Clark, accom- 
panied by Aram and Houseman, carried 
them to a place called St. Robert's cave, 
situated in a Cold adjoining the Nid, a 
river 
near 
Knnrcsborough. 
All 
the 


plate was hammered down flat and tha 
smaller articles got in a shape difficult of 
identification tinder the supervision of 
Aram. 
When Clark had "borrowed" 


about everything valuable his acquaint- 
ances had to lend, the plotters decided it 
was time for him to disappear. 
So in" 


the early morning Df Feb. S, 1745, he, 
Aram and Houseman went to the cave 
to divide the spoils before Clark left. 
Aram and Clark had auauelod n good 
deal during the progress of predatory op- 
erations. 
At the entrance to the cavo 


the quarrel was renewed, aud Aram, 
who was 
n man 
evidently of great 


strength, pushed Clark away and rained 
down tremendous blows on his head nnd 
chest. Clark fell nnd died m a moment. 


Houseman, teinfied at the sight and, 


as he, said, afraid of meeting the samo 
fate, turned and fan awny. 
Aiam did 


not show n particle of remorse or fear. 
He gathered up the booty and carried 
it to his house, where he buried part of 
it in the gaidcn. 
He buried Clark's 


body nnd heaped stones over the grave. 
In the afternoon he went for Houseman 
and threatened him if he disclosed the 
murder nnd made him believe he was 
equally guilty in law. 
Aram's wife 


heard thf two men whispering over the 
deed. 
She told Houseman she -believed 


her husbnnd hnd made way with Clark. 
Houseman told the gentle Aram, where- 
upon he said they could admit the wo- 
man into the room nnd shoot her. 
Mrs. 


Aram, greatly terriQed, asked no more 
questions. 


Clark's disappearance was not noticed 


for a da} or two. 
Then the people from 


whom he had "borrowed" jewelry and 
plate beKfin to make inquiries. 
Suspi- 


cion was directed at Aram in some way. 
The 
village authorities 
searched 
his 


houso and found a bundle containing 
plate nnd clothing stained with blood. 
Notwithstanding this evidence of Aram's 
complicity in an intended robbery, no ac- 
tion seems to have been taken by the au- 
thorities, nor was it suspected that Clark 
had been murdered. 
The neighbors be- 


gan to joer at the teamed schoolmaster, 
however, nnd Aram suddenly left his 
wife aud children nnd walked to London. 


For 1-1 years, his family heard nothing 


of him. 
He spent the greater pait of 


the time wandering about from place to 
place, at Inst Buding a situation as usher 
in n school nt Lynn. 
In June, 1758, a 


horse dealer who hnd known him in 
. Kunresborough met him in the Lynn 
market. 
Aram denied his identity. 
By 


n singular coincidence, almost the day 
the horse denier accosted the now gray 
haired schoolteacher, a skeleton 
was 


found by some workmen digging a pit 
in Thistle hill, in Knaresborough. 


A countiy town has a keen recollec- 


tion of everything that has occurred to 
disturb it, nud immediately the disap- 
pearance of Clark 14 years before "was' 
remembered. Houseman, still auve. got 


fifst uml th«n ivinecj the ciwd 


of villagers looking at tlio exlmuied sl;e( 
eton. "Clark," he said, with diuuken 
gravity, "was never bulled here." 


The latter, still too drunk to tealize 


the gravity of his position, muttered that 
Claik's. body would be found in St. Rob- 
ert's cave. The crowd made a rush for 
that place, and soon a skeleton was ex- 
humed. 


"I did not kill him," gasped House- 


man, now thoiouRhly sober and terrified. 
"It was Aram I hnd no part." 


Houseman was taken to the village jail 


and a -naitant was swoiu out foi Aiam. 
When the officers tool; him away from 
the school the pupils cued. The govern- 
ment used Houseman us a witness to 
convict Arnm. The Litter's speech in his 
own defense has come clown complete— 
n masteily attack on circumstantial evi- 
dence, showing the intellectual pov,er of 
the man. Aiam made a half confession 
the night befoie his excrution, followed 
by an attempt at suicide. According to

THE AGE OF THIRTY-SEVEN. 


It Hn« Been Fntnl to Many o* the 


"World's Greatest Men. 


The age of 37 is a paiticularly fatal 


age. 
An examination of the reports of 


the Unitc-d States government shows that 
more people die at that age than any 
other nfter attaining their majority. 
It 


is also ascertained that more nnsfoitunes 
overtake persons at that age than at any 
other time in their lives and that few 
fortunate events befall them. 


An examination of histoiy develops the 


same thing. At the age of 37 a gloat 
sorrow befell Aristotle, the death of Pla- 
to, his friend and teacher, v,ith whom he 
had studied for neaily. 20 years. This 
sorrow plainly showed its effects upon his 
future life, and to it may be attributed 
the sad tone of his later writings. 


It was ut the age of 37 that Lord By- 


ron died of fever in Gieece. 
As Lord 


Bcaconsfield says, he was "gi eater ns a 
man than as a writer, nnd his loss to the 
world was a great blow to it." 


Raphael, the glory of Italian art, died 


at 87. He fell sick a week before his 
birthday of cold and fever and died on 
that day, Good Friday. In him the woild 
lost one of its greatest artists. 


In music, like art and poetry, England 


lost her gteatcst composer at the age of 
37. rurcell, the most distinguished mu- 
sician Britain produced, /died within a 
few "days after attaining his thiity-sev- 
enth year. The regaid in which he was 
held in England placed him on a par 
with Milton in epic poetiy, with Shakes- 
peare on the stage, Locke in metaphys- 
ics and Sir Isaac Nev,ton in philosophy 
and mathematics. 


It was at the age of 37, too, that Eng- 


land lost a military genius that she re- 
gaided as of the highest tank and prom- 
ise. Prince Henry of Battenbeig died of 
fever in Ashanti in that year of his hfe. 


Pascal, too, died at 37, but why seek 


more illustiations? These are sufficient 
to illustrate the fatality of the age among 
geniuses. Where death failed misfortune 
often befell. 


So the age of 37 may be regarded as 


the fatal age of all those after a man 
passes his majonty.—Chicago 
Times-
